enced, 


He cited the Boers* superior range 


of vision and familiarity with the 
Kaffir language and country.

FILIPINOS ARE NOT WARLIKE 


DEATH BATE AMONG OUR BOYS 


IS INCREASING. 


Washington, Nov. 10.—iMajor Gen* 


eral MacArthur, commanding the 
army in the Philippines and military 
governor of the islands since May 5. 
1900, has submitted his report to the 
war department. A considerable por- 
tion of the report relates to events 
which took place previous to the date 
when lie assumed command and he 
published some of the correspon- 
dence and proclamations of the Fili- 
pinos obtained before that time. 


He refers to the change of Agui~ 


ualdo's plans in abandoning (his army 
organization and starting a guerrilla 
warfare. The conditions of the coun- 
try have afforded advantages for such 
a policy, he says, as they have en- 
abled the insurgents to appear and 
disappear at their convenience. 


At one time they are soldiers, and 


immediately a/fter are within the 
American lines in the attitude of 
peaceful natives. A widely scattered 
formation of Filipinos quickly fol- 
lowed the guerilla warfare, which led 
to a corresponding dissemination of 
American troops-, there being three 
military stations in the archipelago 
November 1, 1899, and 413 stations 
September 1, 1900, This resulted in 
a large number of minor affairs, 
many of which did not assume the 
dignity of a regular com!bat, though 
the casualtiies between the dates 
stated were 268 Americans killed, 
750 wounded and 55 captured. The

patience and an adequate force. 


In closing his report, General Mac- 


Arthur, after speaking of the estab- 
lishment of a republican form of gov- 
ernment in the islands, says; 


"In the light of existing conditions 


it is difficult to realize 'that there is 
any possibility of such a future for 
the islands, especially so as at pres- 
ent and for many years to come, the 
necessity of a large American mili- 
tary and naval force is too apparent 
to admit of discussion. On the other 
hand, however, there are many en- 
couraging conditions4 to sustain such 
a conviction. For example, in the 
Philippines there is no dynasty to 
destroy; no organized system of 
feudal Taws to eradicate; no principles 
inconsistent 
with 
republicanism, 


which had solidly insinuated them- 
selves into the national life, to dis- 
place; no adverse aspects of nature 
to overcome. On the contrary, na- 
ture, which is exuberant, balmy and 
generous, has nourished without ex- 
istence several millions of sensitive 
and credulous people who do not ac- 
knowledge allegiance to any existing 
institutions, but are animated by cer- 
tain inchoate ideas and aspirations, 
which by some unfortunate perver- 
sion of thought they conceive to be 
threatened by 'America. These peo- 
ple, fortunately^ are intelligent, gen- 
erous and flexible, and probably will

Washington, Nov. 10.—Tests are 


now in progress in this city of storm-

day comparatively quieter and more 
at rest than is Sou'th«rn Luzon on 
the Sisayan Islands. 
So much so 


that the United States Taft comnmis* 
alone has selected ithe province of 
Pampanga in Central Luzon 'as the 
best field to esbaiblish 'their first mu- 
nicipal and provincial governments. 
It cannot truthfully be said -What the 
period of reconstruction is at hand, 
but It is believed the influences to 
make this period possible aire shap- 
ing, aided toy whatever wisdom and 
good judgment of the civil and mili- 
tary authorities shall dictate and 
make effective. 


American control of 'civil affairs 


has, up to the present time, of neces- 
sity, been military in its directness 
and methods and it has not been dip- 
lomatic nor tactful, nor have the 
Americans made any special effort to 
please the Filipino people, nor to in- 
crease their popularity -with them.

He has issued a decree of amnesty

them property and good treatment if 
they will surrender to him. He and 
his followers live 
well on a rich 


island, gathering tribute from their 
countrymen and the Chinese mer- 
chants and they are currently rs- 
ported to have accumulated fortunes. 
Lukban himself ha's a fat bank ac- 
count in Hong Kong and he is rich 
enough to have quickly run away 
fiom 18,000 dollars in silver when 
pursued by our soldiers. He is king 
of his island (with the exception of 
the veiy immediate vicinity of three 
American nags planted on his coast) 
and his life has its compensations 
and its attractions. He has had no 
communication with Aguinaldo for 
months past; he is his own "boss" 
and a despot, and according to the 
accounts of his friends in Manila is 
having a good time and plenty of 
profit. 
Therefore, it is very im- 


probable that Lukban will pay any 
attention whatevei to the result of 
the presidential election. 


The American officials in Manila 


fail to realize how greatly the ter- 
rorism exercised by the Filipinos in 
arm-? over their most peacefully in- 
clined countrymen works to keep 
alive the hostility to the American 
occupation. 
The Tagalog 
is cruel, 


even to his own tribesmen, and to 
men of other tribes, the Ilocano, the 


cannot protect them from these le- 
prisais, so it is no wonder they are 
apathetic concerning the establish- 
ment of civil 
government 
under 


American control, wherein they will 
be expected ta take part. 


An interesting side light on Fili- 


pino ways of conducting government 
was disclosed when the American 
troops captured the correspondence 
of General Sandico in Nueva Ecija 
province. 
Among his 
letters was 


one from a man 
called 
Gonzalez, 


dated Manila, in which the writer, 
answering a communication from 
Sandico, said he was well aware the 
several hamlets in Pampanga prov- 
ince referred to were slack in the 
contributions to the cause, but that 
the continued presence of American 
troops there seemed to give the peo- 
ple courage to be independent and 
refuse to pay tribute. As a remedy 
for this state of affairs Gonzalez sug- 
gested the murdering of three or four 
prominent men in each barrio; "it 
will have a beneficial effect on the 
rest of the inhabitants," he wrote, 
"and the towns will then produce us 
some revenue." Gonzalez offered to 
take steps to have his suggestion car- 
ried out Should Sandico so order. 


This state of terrorism is growing; 


it is greater 
today 
l than it was a 


month ago, and the rebels have it in 
their power to make it greater and 
more far-reaching next month than 
it is today. It seems to be their in- 
tention so to do, and it is unfortunate 
the Americans cannot put a stop to 
its disquieting effects.

Dressed beef, $15,000,000; dressed 


pork and pork products, $20,000,- 
000; mutton, $4,000,000. Total addi- 
tion to incomes, $39,000,000. 


Bctailers of meats were thrown 


into a panic by the unexpected rise 
in prices. Many who had carcasses 
in their coolers declined to buy until 
they could figure 
out what they 


would need at the new rate. In the 
adjustment of prices to the consum- 


ers, 
choice cuts of beef have gone 


up as much as 5 cents, pork tender- 
loin jumped to the same extent and 
mutton chops went up 3 cents. The 
advance by the packers is more than 
10 per cent, on the price of meat the 
day before the election. The advance*' 
by the retailer to the customer wiU 
average 25 per cent., for the waste 
in a carcass doubles the increased 
cost of the salable portion.

From mora 
than twelve different countries money 
was at once sent in answer to that 
appeal. The gifts that most touched 
us were from some American Indians 
and from negroes in the south— from 
Cape Colony and Morocco in Africa, 
from China and Japan. It seemed to 
me a powerful testimonial to the 
ttrity of the hody of Christ, as real as 
in Apostolic times, that South Afri- 
can Christians should have sent us 
$500 whilst in the midpt of their own 
troubles 
Chinese Christians sent 


over $600 » forwarded by nwn whs 
were fleeing from their country. The 
Christians of Japan, many of them 
very poor, have sent over $800. In 


tny friend and I leftrtjfcrtrain 
gaum and mad* our way across the 
famine parched prairie to the hundred 
acre* of Ramabal'a school. A great 
quadrangle of long stone buildings 
appeared, a striking monument to 
faith and the grace of God. We went 
inside the quadrangle, past groups of 
neatly dressed Indian girls, to the 
garden in the center, laid out with 
beautiful design, so that the decora- 
tions of the flower beds in sciipture 
texts spell out -the praises of God. It 
is well thfat they should praise Him 
here, where the desert has bean mad« 
to blossom us the rose, and human 
hearts have been delivered from the 
shame and sorrow of eaith to the 
purity and joy of heaven. 


In the evening we sat cross-legged 


upon a boaid on the plain, mud floor 
and took our evening meal with 
Bamabai and the devoted woman 
from America who is helping her. 
We had curry and rice, coarse native 
bread and milk. But the most inte*- 
esting feature of the meal was Rima- 
bai herself. Her face was bum full 
of intelligence 
and blight 
with 


humor, though there is a touch of 
sadness aoout it, too, at times. 


The next day was Sunday. 
We 


wondered why no breakfast appened, 
but found that the girls gave up their 
morning meal on Sundiy to lulp ih i 
starving people. As the hundiscU of 
girls gatheiecl for Sunday scluai, 
neat, clean, womanly and happy, we

&6G.33. For all of this we praise God 
and thank you who have helped In- 
dia in her hour of need. 
God has 


heard -and answered prayer, and after 
long distress the rains have at Is-st 
come; the barien fields are again 
green, and, with the prospect of a fu- 
ture crop, the horrors of the famine 
have begun to abate. 
The gaunt, 


hungry crowds about the door, the 
feeble wail of mothers and little chil- 
dren, the dead bodies by the way- 
side or piled in heaps to be burned, 
will soon seem like an awful dream 
from which one has awakened to the 
weary and careworn veteran mission- 
aries who have tried to save the 
starving people. 


In the worst districts they write 


that "half the population has per- 
i&hed." 
Yet this chastening will 


afterward yield its fruit. Beside the 
purifying an>d strengthening of the 
native church, three spiritual results 
oi the famine are already beginning 
to be apparent: 


1. Thousands who would have di^d 


liave been saved alive to hear the 
preaching of the gospel, 2. 
With 


multitudes lying hungry and help- 
less/ the Good Samaritan object les- 
so$ of Christian love and sacrifice— 
while so many of their Hindu breth- 
ren and priests have passed by on the 
other side—has had an influence be- 
yond all human ken. 3, Thousands

thought of the past fom which they 
had been rescued; the woist, fiom 
widowhood, starvation, neglect, sin 
and shame; the best, from idolatiy, 
homes without God, without hope, 
without the Bible and without Chr st. 
Sunday afternoon I found Rimibai 
having a quiet time with hei B.b e, 
with leisure to answer my queitiors 
Whit what I had already known,, and 
what she told me then, I learned the 
story of her life. 


"In the great famine cf '77, wh:n I 


was a girl, our family was leduced 
to staivation. 
We prostrated oui- 


selves befoie the idols day and night. 
When our money was g-one we began 
to sell our jewelry, clothes- and cook- 
ing utensils. The day came when the 
last groin of lice was gone. We went 
into the forest to die theie. Piisi; my 
father, then my mother and then my 
eldest sister died of starvation. My 
brother and I continued our sad pil- 
grimage from the south to the north- 
ern boundary of India and back to 
Calcutta. I was ofteu without food 
for days. 


Four long years we suffered from 


scarcity. 
None of my friends can 


ever understand what my feelings 
aie now for this famine-stricken peo- 
ple. The memoiy of the last days 
cf niy parents7 lives, full of sorrow, 
almost breaks my heart." 


In her early life she received an 


exceptional 
education in Sanakrit 


from death, td be saved in mission 
orphanages, many brought to Christ, 
trained in Christian character as the 
future leaders of the church in India. 


It is impossible to estimate the 


good done by the money you have 
sent It has been used largely in 
giving employment to the destitute 
Trho were able to work by erecting i 
mission buildings, digging wells for 
the poor people and in other relief 
work, thus doing a double good. An 
effort has thus been made to give the 
people work. 
In addition to this, 


food has been given to the a'ged, the 
sick an the starving. 


Beileving that the greatest oppor- 


tunitiy of the famine was in the res- 
cue of the children, I have devoted 
much of the money to this cause. Be- 
sides helping fourteen established or* 
phanages of different mi&sions, your 
gifts weie the means of starting or 
erecting additional buildings for six 
new orphanages. 
In these twenty 


orphanages and a few other schools 
the returns show that your gifts have 
for a short time sustained, and in a 
few cases rescued, upwards of 7,000 
orphans and deserted children. 


The great problem with which the 


famine leaves us is, "Who will con- 
tinue to care for and hold these chil- 
dren for Christ?" 
Children rescued 


*vf '77 have become,. 


in many cises, the leading Christian 
preachers and laymen in the native 
church of today. But the histoiy of 
the same famine shows that many 
had to be turned adrift because of the 
reaction in the support of the work 
after the temporary crisis of the fam- 
ine. But we believe that that mis- 
take will not be repeated, and that 
you will finish the work which has 
already been an object lesson to the 
world. 
The Hindus, both in the 


press and on the platform, have 
sh-own their appreciation of Christian 
philanthrophy and especially the.r 
^gratitude and wonder a,t the liberal- 
ity of Christians of America, who 
have surpassed every other land in 
their generosity. 


In trying to give an idea of the 


good done by your gifts, perhaps I 
cannot do better than te1! you of the 
famine work done by one native 
Christian woman, known already to 
many of you, Pandita Ramabai. 
Nothing had more impressed me than 
that great stretch of buildiugs and 
the reecue by faith of these hun- 
dred* of child-widows and orphan 
gtrls, all accomplished by one na- 
tive woman since I came to India 
fftur y«*r» ago. 


It wt§ on « mitmnar evening that 


now speak six). 
She had read poi- 


tions of scripture in Sanskrit, but it 
was not until her journey to England 
that, seeing the superiority of Chris- 
tianity to Hinduism, she was bap- 
tised, 
though 
still 
unconverted. 


When I asked her what had been the 
epochs in her Chiis'tian life she said, 
"One day, 
I read 
'Mr, Haskmi*s 


"From Death TJnito Life." As I read 
of his conversion after lie had been 
in the ministry, I saw a»t onoe that 
mine also was an intellectual belief 
in which there was no 'life* Then I 
believed God and took Him at His 
woid, and my burden -of sin rolled 
away 
Still I was not satisfied; I 


felt the need of the Abiding presence 
of the Holy Spirit in me. One day 
I prayed that I might receive (tha 
Holy Spirit, but it was not until 
evening that I knew that I had re- 
ceived him. 
Since then 'there has 


(been d'aily growth. Then came an- 
other step in seivice for God. I had 
read of George OKuller and the 'China 
Inland Mission, and I'thought if oth- 
ers can do this why should not IP 
In the famine of '96, I saw these 
girls dying and I felt that I must 
have them. I said, *I will depend 
upon God -and not man.' I fbegan to 
take these starving girls, keeping 
them at first under the (trees for shel- 
ter, 
I asked Gad for money for

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000. He has sent us 500 girls, and 
if God sends them I will take a thou- 
sand more," (I confess that I did 
not think that she realized what this 
meant; 'certainly my faith did not 
dream of "a thousand 
more." but 


within six months of that tim-e her 
last letter tells ine that the number 
has already reached 1,500.) 


One who has not ibo be responsible 


for the daily support of 1,500 hun- 
gry children, tft a cost of say a hun- 
dred 
dollars 
a day, or $3,000 a 


month for all expenses, cannot quite 
realize the magnitude of such an un- 
dertaking, Think of one ma'tlve wo- 
man, in this land of timid women, 
drawing the plans and superintend- 
ing the 
construction 
of immense 


buildings; directing one hundred 
teachers, matrons and workers pro- 
viding not only for the education but 
for the industrial training also of 
over a thousand girls in sewing 'and 
weaving, housework and farming, 
running a dairy 'and oil mill; cook- 
ing and nursing. Add to this the su- 
pervision *of famine relief works, em- 
ploying hundreds of villagers, and 
the carrying the gospel into fifteen 
surrounding village*. And last ol 
all, the rescue, providing far, disci- 
pline, and Ctoittwui instruction of 
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flfteeA hundred girls, Urita no one 
to look ta but Ood! 


Sh* told me 'that God had abund- 


antly supplied all her 
need. 
She 


saltl little of her faith, but much of 
(rod's faithfulness. I asked her what 
was the greatest lesson she had 
learned in these three years. She 
said, "To- learn that we can place 
complete dependence on God for every 
trial and every need. 'As soon as I 
begin to look to man, something goes 
wrong/' 


Dear friends, do you not read in 


the life and work of this woman the 
future of many another of India's 
women, the success of Christian mis- 
sions, and the spiritual result of the 
famine to the rescued children in the 
orphanages throughout India? This 
work lies, in most cases, outside the 
regular appropriations of the mis- 
sionaiy societies, and it is worthy 
of our sacrifice and prayer at this 
time. 
Though *by no 
means 
the 


laigest, the most loving, as well as 
the most far-sighted gift for 
the 


famine has coine from Mr, 'Andrew 
Murray and the Christians of South 
Africa, 'askin that a ''South African 
Home'* be built in India for the les- 
eue of famine cluldien, \vi»th the ex- 
pectation of continuing its support 
year after year in order to rescue 
these children not only from famine, 
but spintually and etemally. They 
have icihzeJ tht: great as has been 
the bodily dirtiess the spiritual 'fam- 


is an opportunity to relieve tooth. I 
feel suie that many of you also wil) 
be glad to finish the work you have 
so genai'ously begun if you know the 
need. 


Our first duty, which no tempoiaiy 


crisis should supersede, is the con- 
stant and increasing support of the 
regular missionary societies. 'C 
you not, therefore, through your 'own 
secret society, send out a sum equal 
to what you gave in the famine, in 
oider to maintain these orphanages 
and famine children? As a few do- 
nations are still coining in, and 'as 
the famine is by no oneansi over, 
though rain has fallen, I cannot yet 
close any accounts and send you a 
final report; tbut for the starving who 
have been saved alive, for the hun- 
gry who have been fed and given 
woik, and especially for these 7,000 
little children, whom one d'ay you 
may meet in 'heaven, I ifchank you 
in the name 'df Him who said, "In- 
asmuch »as ye did it unto one of the 
least of these ye did it unto Me,"

a dozen bluejays, with an audience 
made up af ducks, swans, cranes 
gulls and peacocks, took place in 
Lincoln park.

Large numbers of bluejays have 


made their appearance in the park in 
the last few days.

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WILL BEAT THE SUEZ. 


Uncle Sam to Spend $9,000,000 


on the $te. Marie Canal and 
Make it Greatest on Earth. 
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Washington, D. C. Nov. 10.™Uncle 


Sam will, within the first few months 
of the new century, expend several 
million dollars in the construction of 
the largest and most wonderful canal 
lock in the world—a lock which will 
make the Sault Ste. Maiie canal, that 
link between the upper waters of the 
great lakes, pre-eminently the most 
remarkable artificial wateiway on the 
globe. It seems paiticularly appro- 
priate that this masterpiece of en- 
gineering science should be erected as 
the new gateway to Lake Superior— 
the largest fresh water lake on earth 
—and regarding which, and the un- 
developed resources on its shores, in- 
formation is, perhaps, more meager 
than concerning any other portion of 
unexplored America. 
Moieover, as 


though of still furthei signifioan^a, 
the carnal and the rapids, which it en- 
ables the navigatois of the inland 
sea® to pass in safety, are flanked on 
eithei side by the ri«tei towns of 
Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., and SauJt 
Ste. Maiie, Canada, wheie, with Lake 
Superior as a dam and these self 
same rapids as n milhace, there is

Innd, It was, of course, nearly a can- 
tury later that the fur traders con- 
structed the little lock above referred 
to. 


Early in the present century the 


people of the state of Michigan came 
to realize the importance of a ship 
canal around the rapids at the Sauli, 
but it was not until several years 
later that an appropriation for its 
construction was secured. Then con- 
grofs was petitioned to take up the 
matter as a national project; but it 
required pretty 
nearly a score of 


years before anything tangible was 
accomplished—a fact due, perhaps, to 
the circumstance that Heniy Cluy 
?vntl other prominent statesmen weie 
radically opposed to what they term- 
ed a visionary scheme. The original 
canal, when constructed, wr.s four 
times as l&rge as its projectors haJ 
contemplated when they began their 
campaign of agitation, yet ?o rapid 
was the growth of the commerce of 
the Gieat Lakes that it was only 
a fsw years until it was shown thai 
the canal and the locks as well were 
totally inadequate. 


The canal locks at the Sault have 


now been ^n the control of the gov 
ernment for full thirty years, and 
the engineering work canied on h 
entailed an expenditure of probably 
$10tOOO,000. 
The Weitzel lock, 


which is now to be enlarged, cost 


ject beside which the harressing of 
Niagara pales into insignificance. 


The decVion tliat this immense new 


canal lock must be provided without 
delay has been reached as a ic&ult of 
the trip up the great lakes which 
was made by the uvers and harbois 
committee a few weeks ago, Some of 
the members confessed early in the 
trip that they had never appreciated 
the magnitude of the commerce of th* 
inland seas, and 'they also ventured 
the opinion +hat there aie many 
members1 of both houses of congress 
who have never stopped to lealize 
that distant a thousand miles fiom 
the sea there is busy at work a fleet 
of nearly 4tOOO vessels flying the 
American flag—many of them craft 
quite as large as the average ocean 
steamer—and the fleet in the aggre- 
gate carrying nearly 40,000,000 tons 
of freight each year. The commit- 
tee during its tour decided upon manv 
improvements of harbors and chan- 
nels, but the most important new 
work will be the reconstruction of the 
"Soo" canal, as it is called, through 
which there passes two-thirds of the 
commerce of the lakes. 


The work of improving ths connect- 


ing link between Lake Huron and 
Lake Superior will incidentally great- 
ly increase the capacity of the chan* 
neJ between these two bodies of watar 
and through which there passes, dur* 
ing the eight months which make up 
the navigation year, a tonnage vastly 
in excess of that which •passes 
through the Suez canal or enters the 
port of London or the port of New 
York during a full year of twelve 
months. As has been said, the en- 
largement of this canal lock will be 
part of a big general scheme to de- 
velop the commerce of the great lake? 
by the provision of adequate facili- 
ties. Another feature of this same 
work—made necessary 
by vessel 


blockades, which have cost the navi- 
gation interests billions of dollars 
within the past few yeais—will be the 
betterment of th« channel of St. 
Mary's river, around the falls of 
which the wonderful Sault Ste. Marie 
canal -affords a passage. 


The lock which it is proposed to en- 


large is that designated as1 the Weit- 
zel, and is the smaller of the two 
locks in the American canal—for it 
is, of course, understood that Canada 
has a ship canal ju&t opposite to that 
of the United States at Sault Ste. 
Marie. The Weitzel lock is at pres- 
ent 600 feet long, while the Poe lock, 
which has been more recently con- 
structed, has a length of 800 feet and 
a width of 100 feet. It was supposed 
when the latter was completed that 
it would accommodate all the com- 
merce of the inland seas for perhaps 
the next quarter of a century, font al-

of the new century will necessitate 
the provision of almost twice as much 
room. Accordingly, the Weitssel lock 
is now to be increased to a width of 
100 feet and given a total length of 
1,600 feet. 


It is anticipated that this task will 


entail an expenditure upon Uncle 
Sam of fully $9,000,000. The mag- 
nitude of this immense new lock 
may be imagined when it is stated 
that the Poe lock is capable of'hold- 
ing at one time four moderate sized 
lake vessels, and the new lock, being 
of just twice the length, may be ex- 
pected to have a capacity twice as 
great, whereas, on the other hand, it 
will be able to accommodate at one 
lockage four of the immense lake ves- 
sels—craft fully 500 feet in length 
and as large in every way as the 
trans-Atlantic liners of a few years 
since. 


The Sault St, Marie canal, which 


is to develop into the world's most 
remarkable (artificial waterway, was 
in existence way back in the old days 
of the fur trade, when the Indians 
locked their canoes through a canal 


originally $^&uutuuu, wnereas 
Poe lock compelled Uncle Sam to go 
down into his pocket for more than 
twice that sum. The Cnadian canal, 
opposite the Ameiican, was under- 
taken at a time when there was a 
possibility of strained relations be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Biitain, but American vessels now 
leek through it freely just as Cana 
dian craft lock through the Ameri- 
can, a vessel master's decision as to 
the canal through which he will pass 
being made solely with reference to 
the number of craft awaiting passage 
through the respective waterways, 


The season of 1900 will surpass all 


previous yeais at the Sault. Two 
score years ago there were less than 
a thousand passages through the ca- 
nal in the entire season. Now there 
are sometimes nearly that number 
hi a week. If present indications are 
fulfilled, the season oi 1900, when U 
ends next December, will present a 
total of more than 20,000 lockages, 
and a record has been made by the 
passage through the canal of about 
100 vessels in a single day. It may 
be a matter of satisfaction to patri- 
otic citizens to know that the traffic 
passing through the world's greatest 
canal is carried almost exclusively 
in American vessels, less than one- 
twenty-fifth of the 3,000 or 4,000 
vessels on the Great Lakes being en* 
rolled under the Canadian colors. The 
big canal must also be accorded an 
important share of the credit for re- 
duing the cost of freight transpor- 
tation on the Great Lakes, 
In fa- 


vorable years freight is now carried 
on the inland seas at a rate of less 
than one mill per ton for each mile 
transposed. Whereas, on railroads 
about the lowest charge made is three 
mills per ton per mile. 


The freight carried through the 


Sault Ste. Marie canal every year 
aggregates in value more than $250,- 
000,000. There are nearly $12,000,- 
000 worth of coal; iron ore cargoes 
valued at three times that amount; 
$30,000,000 worth of copper; 
an 


equal valued consignment of flour, 
and full $50,000,000 worth of wheat. 
The vessels whicli cany this greai 
accumulation of commodities 
hao-e 


cott almost 
$30,000,000, and the 


sum of $60,000 is in some instances 
rcquhed each year to keep one of 
these vessels in commission. 


There is no longer any question 


but that the traffic of 1900 through 
Sault Ste, Maiie will exceed all pre- 
vious years, and it i& likely that con- 
siderably more than 26,000,000 tons 
of freight will pass through 
the 


locks Tbefore the appearance of ice 
ends the navigation 
season. 
The 


heaviest movement of freight is often 
made toward the close of the season, 
and yet up to September 1 of this 
v&ar the craft of 'the great lakes had 
taken through the big canal upwara 
of 50,000,000 passengers and 16,- 
500.000 tons of freight* 
It is un- 


derstood, of course, that these figures 
are those of the two canals combined. 
Through the American canal there 
were cairied about 15,250,000 tons, 
.and through the Canadian canal 1,- 
250,000. 
Through the two canals 


there had locked between the open- 
ing of navigation and September 1 
23,000 vessels. The principal items 
oi this year's traffic embra<$ nearly 
6,000,000 bushels of 
grain, more 


than 3,000,000 tons of flour, upward 
of 11,000,000 tons of iron ore, 27,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat and nearly 
3,000,000 tons of coal.

Pauper in This and the Next Life/' 
The only unntness in this title would 
be that old Pluto of Roman mytho- 
logy was the god who ruled over 
Hades and was considered beneficent, 
whereas the person in the parable 
became a fast-V»und victim of an- 
guish in that same under-world, 
However, as plutocracy stands with 
MS 
colloquially 
for 
the 
wealthy 


classes, we may consider this "rich 
man" (lesson verse 19) as a pluto- 
crat. 


Interpreters 
and readers 
have 


found more in the parable than we do 
now. 
They have called the rich man 


Dives, but the bible does not. 
Jesus 


may have wished not to associate 
this man with His kincMby so much 
as marking him with a name. 
Com- 


mentators have considered the beg- 
gar as representing the gentiles and 
the rich man the Jews. 
This seems 


to me of doubtful propriety. 
Also 


the hell (lesson verse 23) of the para- 
ble has been thought of as the eternal 
abode of those (Matit., xxv., 46) of 
whom Jesus said: "These shall go 
Sway into eternal punishment.'' But 
the latest and best knowledge looks 
upon this hell (Hades) as thiat in- 
visible and temporary place of leten- 
tion in which those dwell who turned 
their back on God and 
have been 


bandoned by God. 
There they will 


be held umtil that settlement of this 
world's affairs when the unrepentant 
shall toe consigned to destruction. 
HIGH HAN'S MISUSED WEALTH. 


The -torhole parable before us seems 


to represent the extreme conditions 
and consequences of misused riches 
tuid worthy poverty. 


We should not overlook the care 


of Christ not to include all rich peo- 
ple in the catagory with this one 
man. 
He tells us of "a certain rich 


man." 
Wealth is neither a danger 


nor a dishonor to all who have it* 
It is very absurd to brand all ri'ch 
people as bad at heart 
It is true 


that opulence has a great tendency 
to spoil and corrupt. 
But many of 


the purest, most patriotic and philan- 
thropic people today are pets of fort- 
une and possessors of millions, 
Every "certain man" should be judg- 
ed by himself. 
This "certain mpn" 


represents net so much a million- 
aire class as he does those who have 
plenty and spend it all upon them- 
selves. 
He "was clothed in purple/' 


the royal 
color, 
and 
the 
word 


"clothed" is in a grammatical tense 
that indicates purple to have been 
his everyday dress rather than robes 
for state occasions. 
"Fine linen" 


•was an oriental fabric of exquisite 
quality and fabulous cost. 
It would 


be difficult 'to add to this description 
of self-gratification when1 you take 
into consideration all the details that 
must go with such displays of dress 
and saiety. 
Had he been open- 


handed to feed the hungry and help 
the helpless neither heaven nor rea- 
sonable men could h'ave found fault 
with him. 


If it is asked: 
"Are there few or 


are there m'any of these men?" we 
answer there are more than lew. 
How many contribute to benevolent 
causes $1 out of ten of their incotne? 
Ho-w many donate the half of the old 
tithe which the ancient Jews were re- 
ligiously bound to pay? 
The writer 


of this recalls cases where it could 
not have been less than between 
$20,000 and $30,000 that went for 
self and family expenses, and, so far 
ns any one knew, a few, very few, 
hundred dollars would cover all the 
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paradise and piomised to join him 
therein. 


This pauper was indeed under 


heavy haidsjiips. 
Jesus gave him a 


name, Laaajrus; a name from which 
we h.ive our word ulazar" and lazai 
house. 
A lazar in the old lands is 


one whD Is suffenug" with a foul and 
loathsome disease. 
And as "the 


doss came and licked the sores'1 on 
Lazaius his plight must hive been 
pitiful to the last degree. 
Eut thcie 


are $ome points visible 
without 


searching- in this pait of the paiable 
stoiy. 
That is, the pauper had some 


friends, who "laid*' him at the rich 
man's gate. It is a question whether 
the rich hive more true friends than 
the poor. 
I doubt if they have. 


Lazarus had not only friendly neigh- 
bor, bat angelic attendants (lesson 
verse 28), who weia attentive observ- 
er af all that was going on. The 
rich man was oblivious o-f the suf- 
ferer, but the angels were vigilant 
observers. 
When the end came, they 


were—not pall-beaiers, because that 
name signifies gloom—'they were a 
shining convoy Lo bear luan Lo Abra- 


1s not the Christian's anticipated 
heaven, but it repie&iented the high- 
est ideti that Israel had of a blissful 
heieafter, 
A STRONG CONTRAST IS SHOWW. 


The "the rich man (lesson verse 22) 


also died and was buried/' 
But la 


guess indeed it is, yet quite supposa- 
ble that there was a pom'pous display 
in putting away his body. 
Attend- 


ing funeral^ of those wJko were in 
character somewhat like 'the pluto- 
crats in the parable, I have wondered 
what the departed spirit would say 
if allowed to speak 'again through 
the cold, dead lips, while the 'gor- 
geous funeral rites were in progress. 
Would it not bs an outcry to quit ait 
once such ministry to the body while 
the spirit was (»in torments:" 


Here we pa9& from (the earthly con- 


ditions of each -of the persons to their 
outcome in the future and unseen 
state. 
To begin, we note that what- 


ever doubt any one has cf a future 
existence conies not from the teach- 
ings cf Jesus. 
I wonder much that 


some who call themselves Christians 
are heard to question whether death 
will not end all. 
Whether it will or 


not, n'atural science nor th'e philoso- 
phy of the school can iteach us. They 
are as blind as bats at noontide when 
asked to see a world beyond this 
fleeting sphere. 
The wisest of the 


ancient sages only hoped there might 
be life after death. 
Socrates never 


affirmed that there is to be conscious 
future existence. 
But Jesus Christ 


did. 
Ami He averred that He oame 


out from the Father and would re- 
turn to tlis -Father; and would take 
unto himself his true disciples that 
"ye may be with He where I am*" 
He spoke with as clear certainty of 
the invisible life beyond de'afch, here, 
in parable, as He did of the lives 
which the proud plutociat and sad 
pauper had led in this world, 'And 
-until the truthfulness of the reported 
parable is impeached, or Christ's 
coinp-etency as a witness is ques- 
tioned, the certainjty of future life is 
established. 
Ifot only as a fact is 


it established, but the conditions of 
it, at least for all who live and die 
as these two did, is determined, 


Wherever the bosom of rest and 


bliss may be theie Lazaius and his 
like will b'e borne by the angels. 
Perhaps the Jewish notion of the ce- 
lestial rest was crude—more so than 
is ours. 
Possibly ours may not be 


accurate in particulars. And at ona't- 
teis uo-tlung if we -are mistaken as to 
details. 
The abiding and1 substan- 


tive truth is that somewhere in the 
realms of God there is a resting 
place for those Christ spolce of as His 
"own.*' Hiu "sheep," (His "little 
flock."

To recollect the days of revelry, when 
he rolled in riches; to recall his pur* 
pie robes, a monarch's garments and 
flue linen; to awaken in memory the 
echoes of applause that rang in his 
banquet room "every day," and then 
to be assured that a bridgeless gulf 
now lay between him and relief from 
torments; would it not make a result 
more intolerable than material fireP 
But to that must be added the exas- 
perating circumstances that the beg- 
gar of earth enjoys 
the 
bliss of 


heaven. 
The general 
instruction 


from this is that the future life will 
reverse very violently the conditions 
of this life for very many people. 
Reid Psalm 73, and the first sixteen 
verses reveal 'the conflict of feelings 
which are in many good hearts when 
they see how prosperity falls to the 
worldling. 
But when the psalmist 


considers the latter end of the wick- 
ed he was fully reconciled. So may 
all in similar circumstances be.

How could a lost one 


have such charity? 
The confusion 


here arises from the error of think- 
ing that the instant one enters the 
unseen world and state of existence 
he is all he ever will become.

Last Year is Expected This 
Month, 


Will the great shower of the Leo- 


nids looked for so bug and anxious- 
ly last November, fall this ycir? La*t 
November astrononuis all over the 
woild kept a four nights* vigil in the 
hape that the grand meteoiic display 
would bo seen. 
There was keen dis- 


appDintment because it dicl not ar- 
rive, and at that trne no prediction 
was iulvauced by the a*'U'cuiomeis iel~ 
ative ta the time when the shower 
might be expected, 
Only recently 


have there been wide statements in 
effect the't the shower may be ex- 
pected this year. 
J>r. Frederick L. 


Chase, cf the Yale observatory, said 
in discussing the clnness for the fall 
cf the meteors this fall: 


"Xheie is ^ust as much reason to 


expect the shower cf the Leonids ta 
fall this year as theie WAS a year 
ago. From some paints of view there 
is a greater probability cf the c'ccur- 
icnce of the fall. 
It would seem 


rather strange, in. view of the nnre or 
less exact regulaiity of the occur- 
rence of tlre&e shcweis every thirty- 
three years, that this period should 
be passed through without a shower 
at this time. 


WOBTH WEJQHT IN GOLD., 


If any one is so lucky as to find one 


of the "shooting stars" which will 
fall in 'the meteoric showers he- may 
congratuate himself on having cap- 
tured a prize worth its weight in 
gold. 
The number of collectors of 


meteorites is increasing, and the com- 
petition between the different cabi- 
nets, public and private, has caused a 
great advance in ithe price of rare 
specimens. 


The largest and finest collection of 


meteorites on this side of the Atlan- 
tic is the one in the Harvard Minera- 
lo-gical Museum in Cambridge. Beck- 
oning European collections it ranks 
about fifth or sixth in the world. The 
British Museum has the best collec- 
tion, as it has of so (many other 
things, and the cabinets in Vienna 
and Paiis rank next 


Calculating the comparative value 


of collections of meteorites is some- 
thing of an art, however. 
A main 


point to be taken into consideration is 
the number of "falls," so-called* 
which are represented. 
Ordinarily, 


perhaps, each meteoric mass which is 
found represents ia separate fall; but 
often a meteaiite splits into several 
pieces, falling fifty or 100 miles dis- 
tant from one another, on striking 
the earth's atmosphere. 
The com- 


mon origin of such pieces is often 
fUuionshate'i by analysis cr by gen- 
<fral appeai'ance, but more often, per- 
haps, it remains in doubt. 


YANKEES IN SOUTH AMERICA, 


Don Pedro McKellar is a North 


American Chileno of Scotch descent. 
Thirty odd years ago he was a pay 
qlerk in the old navy of Uncle Sam, 
His ship was stationed on the South 
Pacific station, and he saw an oppor- 
tunity at Valparaiso. 
His resigna- 


tion followed, and today the entire 
tugboat system of Valparaiso's har- 
bor is* owned by this former naval ac- 
countant 
From one single tug his 


business has increased until it now 
comprises a whole fleet, every craft 
of which is busy adding to the al- 
ready large fortune of Don Pedro. 
He has dabbled successfully in pol- 
itics. He also married an estimable 
Chilean lady, and his sons are now 
recognized among the most valued 
supporters of the 
present govern 


ment. 


In Chile's financial world there is 


one successful American. 
This \s 


Mr. Benjamin F. Bernstein, of San- 
tiago de Chile. Ten years ago Mi. 
Bernstein left New York for South 
Ameiica. His success has been phe- 
nomenal, as the Chilenos do not take 
kindly to American financiers. It? 
SAW that to carry out his plans it 
would be necessary to adopt at least 
temporarily the methods of the coun- 
try, overthrowing every precept of 
his education 111 money matters. Not 
only did he succeed in this respect,

'68 Juptter has passed quite clos<e to 
the portion of the orbit cantaining 
the meteors due in 1899, and hxs, ac- 
cording 'to calculations, so perturbed 
their path as tD make them cross the 
plane of the earth's orbit several 
hundred ibhousand miles inside the 
earth's orbit, nearer the sun, ED that 
the earth would not pass through the 
swaim, which is extremely narrow. 


"The other possible explanation is 


that there was simply a dearth of me- 
teors in iths portion of the swarm en- 
countered by the eaith in 1899. 


"It is possible that the portion of 


the stream due (at the intersection of 
the earth's orbit -this year in Novem- 
ber has not been perturbed by the in- 
fluence -of Jupiter in the s-ame way as 
that of last year." 


BEADY TO 'PHOTOGRAPH. 


'The Yale astronomers have liope 


enough in the 
appearance of the 


shower of the I*eonid's 'tMs year to 
make the same extensive prepara- 
tions as last year. They have placed 
in position the scientific instrUSment 
invented hy them, which measures the 
time cf flight o£ the meteors to the 
hundredth pait of'a second. The ap- 
paratus 'is a system of screens and 
cameras. 
To the frame work carry- 


ing the cameras is attached >a bicycle 
wheel, which is run by an electric 
mcitor. 
Its 'speed of rotation is 


timed by a chronograph to which it 
is connected. 
Twelve opaque screens 


are attached- to the wheel ra'dially. 
The wheel revolves every once >a sec- 
cond and every tenth of a second 
each of the cameras tin rotation is 
screened. 
With the cameras photo- 


graphing any meteor the system of 
screens bleaks the tiail cf the me- 
ear on the plate every tenth, of "a sec- 
ond* 
The number of "breaks gives 


the time'of flight, H the distance in 
miles actually traveled by the meteor 
is known the velocity can be learned 
instantly with a liigh degree of ac- 
curacy* 


The method of finding the length 


of the path of a meteor is somewhat 
mcie complicated and the geueial 
problem could not be as easily ex- 
plained. 
But, in a general way, it 


can be seen that if 'the same ono'Uoii 
is photographed at two different sta- 
tions some distance apart the dis- 
placement -cf the trail would, when 
we know the exact distance between 
the stations, enable xis to calculate 
accurately *thc length of the meteorfs 
path. 
At least two photographs aije 


necessary, therefore, to determine the 
length of the meteor's path. Hun- 
dreds of attempts made to photo- 
graph meteors fail because none can 


CURIOUS SUFFRAGE. 


One of the most interesting fact: 


wf the times is the condition of the 
elective franchise in this 
closing 


year of a century that has contrib 
uted more to human freedom thin 
all that went before. It is not that- 
liberty is any the less, but that the 
differences in suffrage laws are so 
va&fc. 


For instance, the government of 


the Unittd States in framing the reg- 
ulations for voting in the new is- 
lands placed in them 
restrictions 


more severe than those of any of i*9 
states. 
In ether words President 


McKinley's administration 
promul- 


gated a qualifying suffrage. 
In the 


elections which were held in Cuba 
not one-third of the men of voting 
age could vote. 
The same law in 


Ohio would keep tens of thousands 
of voters away from 
the 
polling 


booths. 


In the southern states there ha& 


been a candid and earnest movement 
to didbfranchise 
the negro. 
The 


consequence i& that the vote is cut 
down hundreds of thousands, and 
interesting comparisons result. South 
Carolina, in 1896, casting less than 
seventy thousand votes, had 
nine 


votes in the electoral college, while 
Minnesota, casting over three hun- 
dred and forty thousand, had the 
same number. This year the pro- 
poitions will be even greater, 


The same law that was used m 


Cuba, if applied to the United States, 
would cut down the presidential vote 
several millions. A clear law, giv- 
ing every one 21 years of age and 
over who is not a criminal or a pau- 
per, 
or an idiot, the right to vote, 


would increase it several millions. 


Municipal 
conditions 
impi ove 


slowly. 
For instance, in the ward 


where the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence was written there are thou- 
sands of illegal votes cast at every 
election. 


Massachusetts will allow no one to 


vote who cannot read and write the 
English language, while Mississippi 
confines the suffrage to those who 
can read or understand the constitu- 
tion. 
Such contrasts can be found 


in many of the other state 
laws, 


Theie is, in fact> even after a cen- 
tury of suffrage legislation, no uni- 
formity except in the fact that most 
of the states have the mechanical 
arrangement of the Australian 'sys- 
tem or some modification of it.—Sat- 
urday Evening Post.

At 30 I stood firm* At 40 I 
hr.d no doubts 
At 50 I knew the 


decrees of heaven. 
At 60 my ear 


was an obedient organ for the recep- 
tion of the truth. 
At 70 I could 


follow what my heart desired with- 
out tiaiisgressing what was right.'7 


Confucius 
died in 478 B. C,, com- 


plaining that among all the princes 
of the empire there was not one who 
would obey his lessons. This shows 
—what i?j in fact, confirmed from 
other sources—that he himself wns 
not an active reformei, so that while 
alive he scarcely produced a ripple 
on the smooth and silent surface of 
the religious 
thought of his own 


country. He was, no doubt, in ad- 
vance of his rotemporaries, but lie 
took Jiii:. stand chiefly on ceitam vei- 
ities that had come down to hun 
fioiu ancient times and his faith in 
tiles') veuties and MI then coining 
icvivrl has ceitahily not been belied 
by what happened after his death. 
His gianclson rlreaciy speaks of him 
as the ideal of a sage, as a sage is 
the id:al of all humanity. But even 
this giand&on was far from claim- 
ing divine honors for his granclsire, 


although they were members of the 
church of Him wh'o "went about do* 
ing good" and "who, though He was 
iidi, for our sakes became poor/' 
The plutocrat in the parable "fared 
sumptuously," and that means in the 
original gayly, merrily. 
There was 


a sound of revelry, by night in his 
house, you may be sure. 
And so 


loud was1 it that the groaning of poor 
Lazarus -at the back gute was not so 
much ad heard, much less was his 
distress relieved. 
As we aaid', it was 


not the possession of wealtn whiten 
this certain rich man was to be 
Warned for. 
Jesus .mentions nothing 


as to the extent of his fortune, only 
of the bad use he made of the money. 
POVERTY NO VIBTUE IN ITSELF. 


3ot too, when we come (lesson 


verse 20) to the pauper, it was not 
the desperate straits in which Laza- 
rus waff that gave him God's regard* 
There were hosts of "the poor, the

From the going up of the curtain

OKIGIN OF THE HORSE. 


The horse is of Arabian origin. The 


love entertained by the Aiab for his 
horse is pioveibial. and truly the 
gentleness and sagacity of these aiil 
nials deserves all praise. 
In sa- 


gacity aud intelligence the horse is 
inferior to none of the brute creation, 
and in a state of aatuie he is cau- 
tious and watchful, and the manner 
in which the wild herds conduct their 
matches, station their scouts and 
leaders, shows how fully they com- 
prehend the necessity of obedience 
und order. All their movements, in- 
deed, seem to be the result of reason, 
aided by a power of communicating 
their ideas far superior to -that of 
mast other animals. 
Tha neig-hinga 


by which they communicate terror, 
lalarraa, lecog-nition, the discovery of 
water and pasture, are all essentially 
different, yet instantaneously com- 
prehended by every member of the 
herd; even the various movements of 
the body, the pawing of the ground, 
the motions of the ears, and the ex- 
pressions of the countenance, seem to 
be fully understood by each other. 
In passing swampy grounds they 
test'it with the forefoot befare trust- 
ing to it the full weight of their bod- 
ies; they will strike asunder the 
melon cactus to obtain its succulent 
juice with an address peifectly won- 
derful, and will scoop out a liollow 
ia the moist sand in the expectation 
of its filling with water* -All this 
they do in their wild state, and 'do- 
mestication, it seems, instead of de- 
teriorating, tends rather to strength- 
en and develop their intelligence.

tachment to man is equaled only by 
the dog* 
The horse is quick to learn 


to distinguish his master's voice 'and 
to come at his call; he rejoices iu his 
^presence tand seems restless and un- 
happy during his absence; he joins 
with 'him willingly in any work and 
appears susceptible of emulation and 
rivalry. 


AFFECTION OF THE HOUSE. 
The affection cf the horse is some- 


times displayed in joyous gambols 
and familiar caresses like those of 
the dog, though like the man in the 
fable, who was embraced by his ass, 
one would willingly dispense with 
such boisterous manifestations. 


Alexander the Great possessed the 


famous horse Bucephalus, 
This an- 


imal was a piebald, white clouded 
with large, deep bay spots. 
Ho was 


purchased for sixteen' talents, out of 
the pastures of Ph&isalia, where were 
(reared many of the renowned 'Par- 
thian cavalry—a stock distinguished 
iby a muscular form, excellent feet, 
and great courage, combined with 
gentleness. 
Histoiy says 'this horse 


attached himself so entuely to Ms 
mastei that 'he refused to TJO .mounted 
by any other lider. 
Tluough a long 


course of years he was the companion 
of 
the toils and dangers of the 


mighty conqueior, and shaied' ac- 
cordingly extraordinary tokens of his 
regard. When he was lost for a time, 
in the country of the Uxh, Alexan- 
der issued a proclamation, command* 
ing his horse to be restored, and 
threatening, unless he were obeyed, 
to ravage the whole country with fire 
&nd sword. 
The mandate was suc- 


cessful, and 'Bucephalus was imme- 
diately forthcoming. 


"So dear/' tays the histoiian Ai~ 


xJan, '"was this horse to Alexander, 
•and so terrible was Alexander to the 


Bucephalus wad ridden by the 


monaich at the battle of the Hyda-s- 
pes, and theie 
icccivcd "his death 


wound. 
The gallant steed instantly 


galloped out of the fight, brought 
Alexander to a place of trafety. knelt* 
as was his custom, for him to alight, 
And thus having* like a true and 
faithful servant, discharged this duty 
to the end, trembled, dropped, «aud 
idied. 
Alexander built a city to his 


cmemory, which he called after his 
name.

FIEST HORSE SHOW. 


The first national horse show in 


the United States opened in New 
York on Monday, Oct. 25, 1883, and 
it can safely be said that the Colis- 
eum exhibit will be as immeasurably 
superior to the first one in this coun- 
try in 1883 as the world's fair was 
to the 
first 
national exhibition. 


Since the ftrst exhibit in 1883 a 
wondeiful change has taken place in 
the production of high-bred horses. 
But a few years since this country 
imported all its racing stock, except 
trotters, but today the American race 
horse and hunter not only holds his 
own ia European countries, but, like 
the American jockey, is carrying off 
the great events- of the old world, 
till it is almost American horses 


one, two, three, the rest nowhere," 
A great deal of this 
has 
come 


about by the inci eased attention de- 
voted in this country to the saddle 
hoise, which is suggestive, consid- 
ering- that once the shepherd kings 
of Upper Egypt began breeding him 
the saddle horsa has been the idea? 
hoi so. The good saddle horse is un- 
doubtedly the highest type of horse, 
because he must possess not 
only 


soundness bnt po^r 
everywhere, 


and in addition to power good tem- 
per, docility, courage and thorough 
command. 


Horses have played an important 


part ou English battlefields, in the 
chase and as beasts of burden. How- 
ever, it was not for some years that 
society at 
large recognized the 


necessity for giving prizes to breed- 
ers of this animal in order to main- 
tain the excellence of the 
English 


equine race. This necessity for in- 
ducing not only breeders of stock, 
but farmers and others, to do their 
utmost, by a judicious selection of 
sires and danis, to insure a vigorous 
progeny, led to the exhibition of 
hoises throughout England, now 
known as horse shows. 


One of the most impoitant advan- 


tages connected with horse shows is 
that it puts every breeder upon his 
mettle to procure the best blood, 
and if he has failed to attend to this 
most important point the en or is 
discovered when he finds his ani- 
mals pass unnoticed without prize 
or recommendation. 


Form and action aie the first 


things to be looked at in the noble 
animal. 
A well-proportioned horse 


consists in the body and limbs form- 
ing a perfect square, but with this 
proportion he may be either a short 
backed horse or a long one. The 
cause of this difference lies in the 
position of the shoulders 
and the 


length of the hip to the croup bone. 
Thus, if the shoulders are upright 
and the croup short the back will 
consequently be long, 
Ou the cou- 


;iary, if the shoulders lie backward 
and the hip be far advanced towards 
the ribs the back will be short, and 
this latter proportion is undoubtedly 
he most useful. The most beautiful 
iieads are distinguished by bold and 
prominent eyes, flat and bioad fore- 
head, straight nose, wide, capacious 
and flexible nostrils, thin lips and 
deep mouth, and an animal with the 
above qualities is seldom a bad one, 
as they may generally be considered 
as a pretty sure index of superior 
bodily poweis. 


Lofty 
withers, with shoulders 


ying1 back is the form 
more fre- 


quently sought after than met, and 
no animal with perpendicular shoul* 
dei blades will ever be favorably 
xoticed at a horse show. 
The ribs 


ihould be round and capacious and 
he back should sink by a gentle de- 
livity from the withers, the hips 
should be low and pictty close to 
he ribs, while the thighs should be 
broad and mu&cular and the hocks 
broad and flat, the legb below the 
lock should be broad also, the tail 
should issue from the croup, rather 
descending at 
the 
point. 
When 


viewed in fiont the legs should be 
peifectly straight, the toes turning- 
neither inward 
nor 
outwaid. 
It 


would be entering too much into the 
veterinary art weie we to 
fuiiiish 


oui leaders with the anatomy of that 
most important pait of the animal, 
the foot, which, though originally 
perfect, is often rendered imperfect 
by the want of skill of the black- 
smith, who, by bidding defiance to 
natuie* 
counteracts her operations 


by theoiles aud practices of his own, 
founded on blindness and 
conceit. 


The more we examine the

a high position -without exciting the 
•envy and jealousy of the people 
There were demagogues in Babylon 
who were so appreciative of their own 
abilities that tkey were affronted at 
tihe elevation of this young man. Old 
Balbylou was afraid of young Baby* 
flon. The talier the cedar tthe more 


- is to be riven of the lightning 


These demagogues asked the 'king to 
make a decree that anybody that 
made a petition to any one extoept the 
king during a period of thirty daya 
should be ,put to death. King i>arius, 
not suspecting any foul play, makes 
that decree. The demagogue^ have 
accomplished all tihey want, because 
they know that no one can keep Dan- 
iel from sending petitions before God 
for thirty days.

Now you are in some d© 
partment successful and your success 
chills some one. Those men who used 
to sympathize with you stand along 
the street and they scowl at you from 
under the rim of their hats. You 
have more money or more influent 
than they have and you ought t 
be scowled at from under the lini o 
their hat* ,You eat(& a ^ord 9 
two as you paw by them.

Now, 
my friends, religion nevei 


robbed a man 
of a dollar.

things being equal, a mason will 
build a better wall, a cabinet maker 
will make a better chair, a plumber 
will make a better pipe, a lawyer 
will make a better plea, a merchant 
will sell a better bill of goods. I 
say, other things being equal. Of 
course, when religion gives a man 
a new heart, it does not propose to 
give him a new head, or to intellect- 
ualize him, or to change a man's con- 
dition when his ordinary state is an 
overthrow of the philosophical theory 
that a total vacuum is impossible; 
but the more letteis you have to 
write, the more burdens you have to 
carry, the more miles you have to 
travel, the more burdens you have

ties; tke Piodigal Son feeding swine; 
Lydia selling purple; Siuion Peter 
hauling in the net from the sea; Saul 
spurring Ms horse toward Damas- 
cus, going down on his law business, 
Busy! busy! Daniel with all tke 
affairs of state weighing down upon 
Ms soul, and yet three times a day 
worshiping the God of heaven. 


A THOROUGH POLITICIAN. 


Again, I learn from this subject 


that a man may take religion into 
his politics, Daniel had all the af- 
fairs of state on hand, yet a servant 
of God. He could not have kept his 
elevated position unless be had been 
a thorough politician; and yet all tne 
thrusts of officials and all the dan* 
ger of disgrace did not make him 
yield one iota of his Mgh-toned re- 
ligious principle. 
He stood before 


that age, he stands before all ages, 
a specimen of a godly politician. So 
there 'have been in our day and in 
the days of our fathers men as emi- 
nent in the service of God as tkey 
have been in the seivice of the state. 


Such was Benjamin P. Butler, at- 


torney general of New York in the 
time of your fathers. 
Such 
was 


John McLean, of the supreme court 
of the United 
George Briggs, 
Such was Theodore Frelingfouysen, 
of New Jersey—men faithful to the 
state at the same time faithful 
to 


God. 
It is absurd to expect that 


men who have been immersed in po- 
litical wickedness for thirty or forty 
years shall come to reformation, and 
our hope is in the young men who 
are coming up, that they have pa- 
triotic principle and Christian prin- 
ciple side by side when tkey come to 
the ballot box and cast their first 
vote, and that they swear allegiance 
to the government of heaven as well 
as to the government of the United 
States. We would have Bunker Hill 
mean leas to them than Calvary, and 
Lexington mean less to them* than 
Bethlehem. 


FAINT-HEARTED HEN. 


But because there fare bad 
men 


feet. You need not go to Numidai to 
get many lions. You all have had 
them after you—the lion of financial 
distress, the lion of sickness, the lion 
of persecution. 


HAD MISFORTUNES. 


You saw that lion of financial panic 


putting his mouth down to the earth

The Per- 
sians used to think that spring rain 
falling into sea shells would turn 
into pearls, and I have to tell you 
that the tears of sorrow turn into 
precious gems when they drop into 
God's bottle. You need be afraid of 
nothing, putting your trust in God. 
Even death, that monster lion whose 
den is the world's cepulcher, and who 
outs his paw down amid thousands 
of millions of the dead, cannot af- 
fright you. When in olden times a 
man was to get the honors of knight* 
hood he was compelled to go fully 
armed the night before among the 
tombs of the dead, carrying a sort of 
spear, and then when the day broke 
he would come forth, and amid the 
sound of cornet and great parade he 
would get the honors of knighthood. 
And so it will be with the Christian 
In the nigfot before heaven, as fully 
armed with spear and fcelmet of sal-

as quinine does 


against malaria.

which- science has -confirmed a dis- 
covcry of savage man. 
The Bush- 


men of South Africa swallow the 
poison bags of snakes to make them- 
selves immune from the fangs, and 
the blacks of Australia, 'by eating 
venomous snakes whole, arrive at the 
same result in addition to providing 
themselves with a hearty meal when 
kangaroos are scaa-ce. 


How the Tttoqui Indians of Aiizmia

Mrs. Sophia Holmes, who has just

On the contrary, ua- 
ure, which is exirberaiit, balmy and 
enerous, has nourished without ex- 
stence several millions of sensitive 
nd credulous people who do not ac- 
uowledge allegiance to any existing 
nstltutions, but arc animated by cer- 
ain inchoate ideas and aspirations, 
which by some unfortunate pervev- 
ion of thought they conceive to be 
ireatened by 'America. These peo- 
le, fortunately, arc Intelligent, gen- 
rous and flexible, and probably will 
leld quickly and with absolute con- 
dence to tuition and advance when 
Loi-oujrhly informed of American in- 
titu'tions and purposes.

He is king 
of his island (with the exception of 
the very immediate vicinity of three 
American flags planted on hit; coast) 
and his life has its compensations 
and its attractions.

of their property, the Filipinos 
arms have terrorized their peaceful

An interesting side light on Fili-

Gonznlez, 


dated Manila, in which the writer, 
answering a communirntion 
from 


Sandico, said he was well aware the 
several hamlets in Pampanga prov- 
ince referred to were slack in the 
contributions to the cause, but that 
the continued presence of American 
troops there seemed to give the peo- 
ple courage to be independent and 
refuse to pay tribute. As a remedy 
for this state of affairs Gonzalez sug- 
gested the murdering of three or four 
prominent men in each barrio; "it 
will have a beneficial effect on the 
rest of the inhabitants," he wrote, 
"and the towns will then produce us 
some revenue." 
Gonzalez offered to 


take steps to have his suggestion car- 
ried out snould Sandico so order. 


This state of terrorism is growing; 


it is greater 
today ' than it was a 


month ago, and the rebels have it in 
their power to make it greater nnd 
more far-reaching next month than 
it is today. 
It seems to be their in- 


tention so to do, and it is unfortunate 
the Americans cannot put a stop to 
its disquieting- effects.

follows of the American elections: 


"We believe that the cause which 


has won is the cause of civilization 
and commercial honor. 
"We believa 


those principles to be at the root of 
all prosperity mid all progress in the 
we have as much right to rejoice in 
what has taken place as the distin- 
guished gentleman (referring to Mr. 
Choats) who sits at my side.'' 


This was followed by loud and pro- 


longed cheering, which made 
the 


gold plate on 
the oaken 
shelves 


shiver and the great rafters of the 
Guild hall ring and ring again, 


Lord Salisbury's Incursion Into the 


internal politics of the United States 
was preceded by an apology in the 
course of which lie said: 


"One of the circumstances which 


has gratified me most during the last 
year is the very hearty friendly feel- 
ing didsplayed -between this country 
and the United States. 
I hope Mr. 


Chuiite* will forgive me if there is 
any irregularity in my expression. 
It is quite wrong for a secretary of 
fitato to make any observations with 
respect to the internal politics of 
another country, "but I am soon to 
give up my office, and in view of this 
abandonment which is close at hand 
I hope -Mr. Choate will forgivp mf. 
for expressing the supreme satisfac- 
tion -with which all of us have heard 
of what has recently taken place in 
the United States." 


CHOATE REPLIES TO A TOAST. 
Mr. Choate, replying a few minutes 


later to toast of the diplomatic corps.

Salisbury had

attempt to add to it, although he 
•would venture to congratulate the 
iicble lord upon the fact that Ins re- 
marks had been made after instead 
of before the election.

JEWISH COLONY IN CHINA. 


t ', A SETTLEMENT OP THESE PEOPLE MAINTAINED 
IN 


HERAT OF THE EMPIRE OVER 1500 YEARS. 


THE 


In the heart of China, 700 mil 


from Shanghai, on th* 'banks of tl 
Honng-ho or Yellow river, live sevi 
families of Chinese Jews— the so 
remnant of seventy clans, 5,0» 
strong, who carne into the Celestia 
Kingdom af the time of Ming-to II 
who reigned about 319 A. D. 


These- seven families 
represen 


what at one time -was a power i 
China—a city of Jews, so wealth 
nnd esteemed that on emperor bui 
a magnificent synagogue for them 
and made one of them the treasure 
of a great province ,another a genera 
in the imperial army and honore 
them in, various other ways. Then 
in the golden age of Judaism 
in 


China, these Chinese Jews prosperei 
to so great an extent that they grew 
careless in their worship and neg 
uected the God of their fathers. To 
day their synagogue is a mass o: 
ruins, most of it sold to furnish food 
for the seven surviving1 families, am 
their abject poverty reigns among 
them. Their sacred books hav* beer 
sold, their religious rites forgotten, 
their language has 'become a mere 
memory and their origin one of the 
mysteries of the mysterious Orieitt. 


The existence of Chinese Jews has 


long- been a mystery, for. although 
their presence and existence have 
been, established beyond doubt, yet 
so much of their history is specula- 
tive, that the most profound scholars 
and students of Jewish and Oriental 
history have been at variance as to 
their origin. The survivors and those 
seen and .spoken to during the last 
S50 years, all bore the unmistakable 
racial imprint of the Jew. 
There 


could he no doubt on that score. Not 
only •fhr.t, but they observed most oh' 
the customs of their ancestors and 
worshipped in the orthodox manner. 
The fact of their Hebraic origin and 
descent has not been in dispute, but 
•the why and the -wherefore of their 
presence in China has caused consid- 
erable controversy among1 those in- 
terested in* such matters. 
- • Some liavft lield that they were the 
lost tribes of Israel, "but this is wild 
speculation, especially as China was 
i-efe-rred to only once in the 
Bible 


when Isaiah (xxxix., 12) saya: "Be- 
ihold—and these from tho laud of 
Sinim 
(China)." 
At 
the time of 


Isaiah, 740 B. C., Tig-lath 
Fileser 


III., a contemporary of Jeroboam II., 
ruled Egypt, and the Jews were oven 


used as a port of entry. So well di 
they do that in the year 800 anothe 
influx of Jews took place and tl: 
power and influence of the settlemen 
increased greatly. 
Chinese histoi 


first mentions the 
Jews 
in th 


eleventh century, when the annals o 
one of the dynasties refers to them a 
having served in the imperial army 
with distinction and bravery. 
Th 


nest mention is> fotmd on a table 
erected in their temple, discovered by 


Jesuit iu 1511. 
This tablet de 


clares that the religion was founded 
by A-woo-lo-han (Abraham), wh 
iiauded down the precepts to Maysb 
(Moses). The synagogue or temple 


built in the first year of Lung- 


liing of the Sung dynasty in the 
twentieth, year of the 
'sixty-fifth 


cycle (1164). 
Lee-ching and Woo- 


sze-ta, two rabbis, superintended the 
construction of the temple, while 
Yen-to-la furnished the funds. The 
structure -burned down and was re- 
uilt in 1279, on Thoc-slie-tsze street, 
u the southeast side. 
This temple was seen in tbe seven- 
eenth century by one of the Jesuit 
athers, and, according to his descrip- 


was a superb affair. This au- 


hority asserted tbalL the temple was 
"150 feet Jong1 and 150 wide. Before, 
T, rather, around, the synagogue 
roper, was a series of courts, extend- 
.g from east to west. In the center 
! the first court was a large and 
eautiful arch of white alabaster, in- 
cribcd with goldsn letters, dedicat- 
ig- the place to the Creator and Pre- 
erver of all things. 
In the Holy of Holies beyond, 
•liich oiJy the moolah could enter at 
ime of prayer, stood twelve tables, 
ach bearing a roll of tbe law—one 
ir each tribe in Israel. In the 'cen- 
er stood another table, for Mcses. 
ach table was inclosed in- silken 
rapcries. 
On the extreme western 


all were two tablets containing- fthe 
n commandments in golden letters, 
n tbe other side of them was a 
oset for books and before each a 
iible, urn and candelbra., 
At service the men. and women feat 
mrt and all took off their shoes, 
be men wore blue hats. When read- 
ig from their Biblical scrolls, the 
abbis wore a veil over their faces, 
r Moses covered his face when de- 
ending the mountain after receiv- 
g the ten commandments. A red 


could get nothing definite about the ••••••••••••••*•••••«•••• 
Jewish settlement. 
In 1013, Julius 


Aleni, who, because of his great 
learning1, was dubbed the European 
Confucius by the Chinese, visited 
Kai-fung-fu, but was not permitted 
to ses the Pentateuch, the faro's of 
which Imd reached his ears. 


This Pentateuch, so report had it, 


was handed down from father -.to son, 
from the earliest 'days qf Judea. 
Of 


course, tho devout Jesuit fathers 
were anxious to obtain possession of 
this .rtfligious treasure and nearly 
every year ambassadors went to Kai- 
fung-fu with offers t>f money and in- 
fluence, but iu vain. ' It was not un- 
til 1673 that Pather Gazani succeed- 


By that time the Jews 'had been 


decimated in number, their wealth 
WAS a, matter of Mstory -and their 
spirit was broken. 
"Father G-azani 


was permitted to see -the Penitateuc2i 
and soon discovered that it was only 
fragmentary. 
Upon his returns to 


Europe he published a pamphlet de- 
;ailing -his experience and giving a 
:ranslation oT the tablets an'd scrolls 
le had seen. 
This pamphlet caused 


io end of discussion, 'and innumerable 
racts and tomes were written to 
trove that the Chinese Jews were de- 
cended from the lost tribes and more 
specially 'from. Ahasuerus, the WAn- 
.ering Jew. 
The stories grew and 


grew, until they 'assumed fantastic 
roportiona and the wildest conjec- 
ures prevailed. 
All sorts of propositions were made 
o solve the mystery, Tjut nothing of 
Tnportance was done until 
1850, 


(when, a Jesuit expedition started 


then renowned traders, whose voy- / silken, scarf was suspended from the 
ages extended into tlae farthest east. 
If the Chinese Jews had been the lost 
tribes, Chinese history would in all 
probability have referred to them 
find their own liistory wmild have 
done likewise. Neither is the case. 


Chinese history asserts that the 


Jews came to China during the reign 
of Ming-te II., of the Han or Tsin 
dynasty, about 319. The history of 
the Jews themselves declares that 
they come Into 
China 224- A. D. 


from Theen Chuh (Gabnl). 
Then- 


leaders were the heads of the Yen, 
Le, Gae, Kaou,' Chaou, Kin, Chow, 
Shih, Hwang, Nee and Tso families. 
They brought with them tribute of 
"si yang pu"—cloth from the west- 
ern ocean. This might serve as .1 
clew 
as to their origin, but it is 


doubtful as to which ocean is- meant. 
It may be the Indian ocean, the Red 
sea ,the Mediterranean or even ond 
of the inland seas of Asia. 


In the days of Ming-te II., China 


was tbe moat highly civilized nation 
in the world ,aud all the world trad- 
ed with her. Half a dozen carivau 
roads led acroFS Asia to the marts 
of China, and the Jews, following 
their occupation of traders, traveled 
over them repeatedly. It took 250 
days to travel from Syria to China. 
It is probable that the Jewish tiad- 
ers, finding1 the country fertile and 
-the people friendly, advised 
brethren to emigrate. 
So 


'.hei 
huge 


caravan was made up and seventy 
clans or families started for then- 
new home in China. 


They left Yew-tae (Judea) in 224 


A. D., and traveled by easy stages 
across Asia. With them went rabbis 
and learned men, who carried holy 
books and !the sayings of the proph-; 
ets. Finally ,after a year of wander- 
Ing, the caravan arrived at Peen, on 
the Hoang-ho, the Kai-fung-fu of to- 
day, situated to the south of Peldn. 
No sooner had the caravan arrived 
than the Chinese bestowed a name 
upon them—the followers of the re- 
ligion which enjoins the extraction 
of the sinew-—Tiau-kin-kiau, ' This 
referred to 'the Hebrew custom of ex- 
tracting the sinew or nerve of flesh 
used for food.

HOW TO BRETHE.

The way a person breathes is a ra- 


liable index to his or her vitality. 
Large, thin nostrils, slow and deep 
respirations, are significant of pure 
blood and slaying powers. 


Correct breathing is both thoracic 


and abdominal. 
Not only are the 


lungs well ventilated during inspira- 
tion, but the abdominal walls ex- 
pand, altering the position of all the 
organs, making changes in their 
blood supply, exercising1 the muscular 
elements in the bands which attach 
and hold these organs in position, 
and in this way modifying tendencies 
to congestion, relaxation and pro- 
lapse. 


Take a deep breath and you will 


note that abdominal organs slightly 
shift their position, followed by n 
feeling of increased comfort 
and 


lightness. 


Breathing should always he done 


through the nose to ventilate the 
chambers in the head, and keep them 
in health, as well as to warm and 
purify the air faefore it passes over 
the more delicate laryngeal and 
tracheal mucous fembranes. 


The body should be held erect, a 


slight bending forward at the hips, 
and the chest braced, with shoulders 
thrown back and bead up, as though 
the individual were suspended from 
the celling by a hook in the breast 
bone. This may seem uncomfortable 
at first, but soon becomes habitual. 
The sense of increased vital power is 
well worth the trouble of acquiring 
a proper carriage. 


Concentrating the attention 011 any 


task interferes more or less with res- 
piration. 
It becomes less frequent 


and more shallow. In time a sense 
of constriction 
around 
-head 
and 


chest, 
with restlessness, develop. 


This may be avoided to a great extent 
by periodically stopping work, step- 
ping outdoors or to an open window, 
and breathing deeply and' slowly for 
five or ten minutes. 


This practice is warming1, and will 


often alleviate insomnia. 
It pro- 


motes digestion and trtmqullizes the 
nerves. It will often check an irri- 
tative cough. 
It will freshen the 


complexion and "brighten the eyes. 
As a general tonic and vitalizer to 
improve function and consume body 
waste, the practice of deep, full, 
breathing can not be too highly com- 
menced. 


Learn'how to breathe, than make a 


business of the practice at regular 
intervals, just as you brush your 
hair or clean your teeth. Don't make 
your lungs sore, your head giddy, by 
temporary excess of enthusiasm, and 
then abandon your efforts in disgust, 
A small ."beginning and. gradual in- 
crease into perfect .power Is the righfe.

ASCENT OF MOUNT AEAEAT. . 


The Ararat mountains in Armenia, 


comprife two peaks situated seven 
miles apart. 
They are known as 


Great and Little Ararat and arc re- 
spectively 17,200 and 14,320 feet 
above the plain, says the Scientific 
American Theypartially belong1 io 
three countries—Russia, Turkey and 
Persia. 
The mountains are covered 


on the tops with perpetual snow, ice 
and glaciers. The summit of Great 
Ararat was reached in 1S20 by Pro- 
fessor Parrot, and on September 2, 
1900, a member of the Russian Geo- 
graphical society named Peoggen- 
pohl ascended the peak with a con- 
siderable party.

the ascent are very great and hia 
-Buocesaful ..expedition will. bo. wel- 
come news in1 geographical circles, 


Ascents are rare, having been made 
in 1834, 1843, 1845, 1850 and 1850 


Little Ararat is' even more difficult 


to climb, as its declivities are greater 
and steeper, its form being almost 
conical. It is believed to be the spot 
where the ark rested, but there is a 
tradition that Mount Judi, iu South- 
ern Armenia, was tho spot. 
The 


mountain ia of volcanic origin and 
was iu eruption in 1785, and in 1840 
there was a vast discharge of sul- 
phurous vapors from Its sides and a 
tremendous earthquake shook 
the 


surrounding- country. There is con- 
siderable literature devoted to the 
mountain. 


CITIES TO OWN COAL MINES. 


One effect in the rapid advance in 


the price of coal has been to generate 
a movement in favor of the establish- 
ment of municipal collieries-, Glas- 
gow and Manchester have already 
taken action, both appointing com- 
mittees to donsader and report as t 
he desirability of recommending th 
mrchasR of a coal mine.

o the same effect has been-made t 
he county council here, and, unles 
oals fall in value, it is not uiilikel;

Thi, 
roposal, however, is not put forwarc 
B a principle of socialism, but pure 
y wiith the object of saving the fin 
Tices .and keeping the price of coa 
t a moderate cost to the council.—

heard and answered prayer, and aftei 
long distress the rains have at 15s 
come; the barren fields are agnh 
green, and, with the prospect of a fu- 
ture crop, the horrors of the famine 
have begun to abate. 
The gaunt 


hungry cro\vds about the door, tin 
feeble wail of mothers and little chil- 
dren, the dead bodies by the way 
side or piled in heaps to be burned 
•will soon seem like an awful drean 
from which one has awakened to tin 
•weary and careworn veteran mission 
aries who .have tried to save tin 
starving1 people. 


In the worst districts tliey write 


that ''half the population lias per- 
ished." 
Yet this chastening will 


afterward yield its fruit. Beside the 
purifying nuJ strengthening of the 
native church, three spiritual results 
of the famine are already beginning 
to be apparent: 


1. Thoua-mds who -would have di»d 


have been saved, alive to hear the 
preaching of the gospel. 2. 
With 


multitudes lying hungry and help- 
less/ the Good Samaritan object les- 
son ' o£ Christian, love and suciilice— 


' 
'-while so many of their Hindu breth- 
ren and priests have passed by on the 
other side— hns had an influence be- 
yond all human ken. 3. Thousands 
of children, whose parents have died 
or deserted them, have been rescued 
from death, td be saved in mission 
orphanages, many brought to Christ, 
trained in Christian character as the 
future leaders cf the church in India. 


It is impossible to estimate the 


good done by the money you have 
bent. It has been used hugely in 
giving employment to the destitute 
v;ho -were able to work by erecting 
mission buildings digging wells for 
the poor people and in other relief 
•work, thus doing a double good. An 
effort has thus been made to give the 
people work. 
In addition to this, 


food has been given to the aged, the 
sick an the starving. 


Beileving: that the greatest oppor- 


tunitiy of the famine was in the reb- 
cue of the children, I have devoted 
much of tlie money to this cause. Be- 
sides helping fourteen established or- 
phanages of different missions, your 
gifts were the means of starting or 
erecting additional buildings for FIX 
new orphanages. 
In thcsa twenty 


orphanages and a few other schools 
the returns show that your gifts have 
for a short time sustained, and in a 
few cases rescued, upwards of 7,000 
orphans and deserted children, 


The great problem with which the 


famine leaves us is, "Who will con- 
tinue to care for and hold these chil- 
dren for Christ?" 
Children rescued 


from the famine of '77 have become, 
in many cases, tho leading Christian 
preachers »nd laymen in the native 
•church of today. But the history of 
the same famine shows that many 
•had to be turned adrift because of the 
reaction in the support of the work 
after the temporary crisis of the fam- 
ine. 
But we believe that that mis- 


take will not be repeated, and that 
you will finish the work -which has 
already been an object lesson to the 
•world. 
The Hindus, both in this 


press and on the platform, have 
shown their appreciation of Christian 
philanthrophy and especially their 
-gratitude and wonder at the liberal- 
ity of Christians of America, who 
have surpassed every other land In 
their generosity. 


In trying to give an idea of the 


good done by your gifts, perhaps I 
cannot do better than tell you of the 
famine 
work done by 
OTIC native 


Christian woman, known already to 
many of you, 
Pamlita 
Rsmabai. 


Nothing hnd more impressed me than 
that great stretch of buildings and 
the rescue by faith of these hun- 
dreds of child-widows and orphan 
girls, all accomplished by one nn- 
tivc woman, since I came to India 
four years ago. 


It was on 'a summer evening that, 


iy friend and I left tlje train a 


g-aum and made our way across ths 
amtuepawhedprairie to the hundred 
icre.i of Ramflbai's school. A fcreat 
quadrangle of long stone buildings 
appeared, a striking monument to 
'aith and the grace of God. We wont 
nside the quadrangle, past groups of 
neatly dressed Indian girls, to the 
garden hi the center, laid out with 
beautiful design, so that the decora- 
tions of the flower beds in scripture 
;exts spell out -the praises of God. 
It 


is \vell thai they should praise Him 
uere, where thp desert has bean mado 
to blossom as the rose, and human 
hearts have been delivered from the 
shame and sorrow of earth to the 
purity and joy of heaven. 


In the evening we sat cross-logged 


upon a board on the plain, mud floor 
and took our evening1 meal with 
Hanmbai and 
the dovoted woman 


from America who is helping her. 
We had curry and rice, coarse native 
bread and milk. But the most Inte;- 
esting feature of the meal was Rima- 
h.ii herself. Her face was brim fui 
of 
intelligence 
and 
blight 
with 


humor, though there is a touch o! 
sadness aoout it, too, at times. 


The next day was Sunday.

wondered why no breakfast appeared 
but found that the girls gave up thei: 
morning- meal on Sunday ti blip ih.i 
starving peaple. As the hunJrsdJ ol 
girls gathered for Sunday sch:ol 
neat, clean, womanly and linppy, wi

The decision tli.ii this immense new 


canal lock must -be provided without 
delay has been reached .is a result of 
the trip U71 the great lakes which 
was made by the rivers and harbors 
committee a few week? ago. Some of 
the members confessed early in the 
trip that they bad never appreciated 
the magnitude of the commerce of th» 
inland seas, and -they also ventured 
the opinion that there are ninny 
members of both houses of cangre?a 
who have never stopped to realize 
that distant a thousand miles from 
the sea there is busy at work a fleet 
of nearly 4,000 vessels flying tho 
American flag- many of them craft 
quite as large as the average ocean 
steamer—and the fleet in the aggre- 
gate carrying nearly 40,000,000 tons 
of freight each year. The commit- 
tee during1 its tour decided upon ninny 
improvements of harbors and chan- 
nels, but the most important new 
work will -be the reconstruction of the 
"Soo" canal, ns> it is called, throutrli 
which there passes two-thirds of the 
commerce of the Inkrs. 


The work of improving tlis connect- 


ing link between Lake Huron and 
Lake Superior will incidentally great- 
ly increase the capacity of the chan- 
nel between these two bodies of wat3i 
and through which there passes, dur- 
ing the eight month's which make up 
the navigation year, a tonnage vastly 
in

of the United States at Sault Sts. 
Marie. The Weitzel lock is at pres- 
ent 600 feet long, while the Poe lock, 
which has been more recently con- 
structed, has a length of 000 feet and 
n width of 100 feet. It was supposed 
when the latter was completed 'that 
it would accommodate all the com- 
merce of the inland seas for perhaps 
the next quarter of a century, but al- 
ready it is apparent that the fust year 
of -the new century will necessitate 
the provision of almost twice as much 
room. Accordingly, the Weitzel lock 
is now to be increased to a width of 
100 feet and given a total length of

Early in the present century the

taken at a time when there was a 
possibility of strained relations be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain, but American vessels now 
leek through it freely just as Cana- 
dian craft lock through the Ameri- 
can, a vessel master's decision as to 
the canal through which he will pass 
being made rolely with reference to 
the number of craft awaiting passage 
through the respective waterways. 


The season of 1000 will surpass all 


previous ytars at the Sault. Two 
score years ago there were less than 
a thousand passages through the ca- 
nal in the entire season. Now there 
jii-e sometimes nearly that number 
in a week.

•whereas the person in the parable 
"became a fast-bound victim of an- 
guish 
in that same under-world. 


However, us plutocracy stands with 
us 
colloquially 
for 
the 
wealthy 


classes, we may consider this "rich 
man" (lesson verse 19) as a pluto- 
crat. 


Interpreters 
and 
readers 
have 


found more in the parable than we do 
now. 
They have called the rich man 


Dives, but the bible does not. 
Jesus 


may have wished not to associate 
this man with His kind by KO mr.di 
ns marking- him with n name. Com- 
mentators have considered the beg- 
gar as representing the gentiles and 
the vicli man the .Tews. 
This seems 


to me of doubtful prepviety. 
Also 


the hell (lesson verse 23) of the para- 
ble has been thought of as the eternal 
abode of those (M'afcfc:. ixxv., 46) of 
whom Jesus said: "These shall go 
Sway into eternal punishment." Silt 
the latest and bust knowledge looks 
upon this hell (Hades) as th'at in- 
visible and temporary place of reten- 
tion iu which those dwell who turned 
their back on God and 
have "been 


baiuloueil by God. 
There they -will 


be held tirJtil that settlement of this 
•world's affairs when the unrepentant 
shall be consigned to destruction. 
RICH MAN'S MISUSED WEALTH. 


The whole parable before us peems 


to represent the extreme conditions 
and consequences of misused riches 
nnd worthy poverty. 


Wr should not overlook the care 


oi' Chrifct not to include all rich peo- 
ple in the catng'ory with this one 


man. 
He tells us of "a certain, rich 


man." 
Wealth is neither a danger 


nov a dishonor to all -who have it. 
It is very absurd to brand all rich 
people as bad at heart. 
It is true 


that opulence has a great tendency 


• to spoil and corrupt. 
But many of 


the purest, most patriotic and philan- 
thropic people today are pets of fort- 
une 
and 
possessors 
of 
millions. 


35very "certain man" should be judg- 
ed by himself. 
This "certain man" 


represents net so much a million- 
aire class as he does those -who have 
plenty and spend it all upon them- 
selves.

To insist that we must believe hi a

We speak 
of our feelings being aflame.

But when the psalmist 


considers the latter end of the wick- 
ed he wns fully reconciled. So may 
all in similar circumstances be.

nids, loolted for SD long- aurt anxious- 
ly last November, fall this year? Last 
November nsti-ououi'crs all over the 
wjrld kept a four nights* vigil in the 
hope that the grand meteoric 'dUplny 
would lie sfie'.i. 
There wns keen dis- 


appointment because it did not ar- 
rive, -.'.nd at that thue no prediction 
was advanced by the ai>Lrmomeis rel- 
aiiv3 t:J the time whaii.the shower 
might be expected. 
Only recently 


have there been made statements in 
effect thst the shower may bs ex- 
pecte':! this year. 
l>r. 'Frederick L. 


Chase, cf the Yale sbserva-tory, said 
in discussing the cluness far the fall 
cf (he meteors this fall: 


"There is -just as much reason 'to 


expect the shower cf the Leonids to 
fall this year as there w.ts a year 


ago. 
From some paints of view there 


is a, greater probability cf ths occur- 
rence of the -fall. 
It would seem 


rather strange, iu view c-f tlie more or 
le?s exact regularity of 'the occur- 
rence of these showers nvery thirty- 
three years, that tins period should 
be passed through without -a shower 
tit this Lime. - 


"It can be stated that there 'are two 


reasons why the shower did not oc- 
cur 'a year '.'Hfo, which -are now ad- 
vanced as explanations by scientists 
at the non-appearance o£ the shower. 
Since the last great shower in '1867- 
•'68 Jupiter has passed quite .closo to 
the portion of the orbit containing 
the meteors due iu 1899, and has, ac- 
cording ito calculations, so perturbed 
•their path as to make, them 'cross the 
plane cf the earth's orbit several 
huv.dred thousand miles inside the 
earth's orbit, nearer the sun, so that 
the earth would not pass through the 
swarm, which is extremely narrow 


"The other possible explanation is 


that there was simply a dearth, of me- 
teors in -Hie portion cf the swarm en- 
countered by the earth in 1899. 


"It is possible -that the portion of 


the stream due at the intersection of 
the 'earth's 01 bit this ye'ar in Nove-m- 
ber has not been perturbed by the in- 
fluence cf Jupiter in the same -way ns 
that of last year." 


READY TO.'PHOTOGRAPH. 


Ths Yale astronomers have hope 


enough in 
the 
appearance of the 


shower of the Leonids th'is year to 
make the same extensive prepara- 
tions as last year. 
They have placed 


in position the scientific instrument 
invented.by them, which measures the 
time c'f flight of. 'the meteors to the 
hundredth-part oC'a second. 
The ap- 


paratus 'is a system of screens and 
cameras. 
To the frame work carry- 


ing the camevns is attached -a -bicycle 
wheel, which is run by an electric 
mctor. 
Its 'speed of rotation 


timed by a chronograph to which it 
is connected. Twelve opaque screens 
nre 'attached to the wheel ra'dially. 
The wheel revolves every once a sec- 
coiid and every tenth of a second 
each of the cameras in rotation 
screened. 
With the cameras photo- 


graphing1 any jnoteor tho system of 
screens breaks tho -trail cf tho me- 
eor on the plate cveiy tenth of 'a sec- 
ond. 
The number oC breaks give.1. 


the time of flight. If the distance in 
miles Actually traveled by the meteor 
is known the velocity can be learned 
instantly with a h'igh degree of ac- 
curacy. 


The. 
method of finding- the length 


of the path cf a meteor is -somewhat 
mere complicated and. the general 
problem could not be as easily ex- 
plained. 
But, in a general way. it 


can be seen that if 'the snuie motion 
is photographed -at two different sta- 
tions somn distance apart the dis- 
placement c-f tlie trail would, when 
we know the exact 'distance between 
•the staticr.;;. enable ns to calculate 
accurately >tlie length of the meteor's 
path. 
At Icist two photographs ;u'e 


necessary, therefore, to determine the 
length of the meteor's path. Hun- 
dreds of attempts made to photo- 
graph meteors fail because none ran 
be seen in'thr part of the heavens un- 
ler survey. 
It take an unusually 


brig-lit 'meteor to make any impres- 
sion on the pl.ite. 
'Sometimes hours 


will pass before a single meteor is 
photographed. 


SEEK THE R.AQIANTS. 


•The radiants for the great meteoric 


showers have never been .satisfac- 
torily settled. 
To locate definitely 


the radiant is the gient work of as- 
tronomers at the present time. 
To 


determine whether it is a pohi.t or an 
area,.to' deteiMriine 
the height at 


which meteors are visible -and ex- 
pire, and then, finally,'to determine 
the orbit of meteors around the sun 
ai'e the main problems at which 'they 
arc working. 
How much the great 


meteoric shower of the coming month 
wi-11 do for the world of science can 
only be conjectured. 
All doubt will 


be settled by the display of the great 
shower. 


The -results obtained in 
meteor- 


phc'togr-aphy had 'been meager before 
the Yale astronomers took up the 
science. 
Methods of observation of 


tho meteors had been confined to the 
eye. 
The only known way 'to obtain 


fir approximate nnotfioric v-filoclty was 


•li> 'lank at a frilling inotflor, 11111).. A 


"•mate'itsfjmc of flight in that"way."-'. 
' . WORTH--WEIGHT IN GOLD.,, 


If nny one is so 'lucky as to find one 


of the "shooting stars" which will 
fall in the meteoric showers ho may 
congratuate himself on having cap- 
tured a prize worth its weight in 
gold. 
The number of collectors of 


meteorites is increasing, and the com- 
petition between the different cabi- 
nets, public and private, has caused n 
great advance in 'tlie price of rare 
specimens. 


The largest and finest collection of 


meteorites on this side of the Atlan- 
tic is the one in the Harvard Minera- 
logical Museum in Cambridge. Reck- 
oning European collections it lanks 
about fifth or sixth in the world. The 
British Museum has the best collec- 
tion, as it has of so many other 
things, and the cabinets in Vienna 


id Paris rank next. 
Calculating the comparative value 


of collections of meteorites is some- 
thing- of an art, however. 
'A main 


joint to be taken into consideration is 
the number of "falls," so-called. 
which are represented. 
Ordinarily, 


perhaps, each meteoric mnss which is 
found represents'a separate fall; but 
often a meteorite splits into several 
pieces, falling fifty or 100 nniles dis- 
tant from one another, on striking 
the earth's atmosphere. 
The com- 


mon origin of such, .pieces is often 
.lemonstratc'd by analysis cr by gen- 
eral appeai'ance, but anore often, per- 
haps, it remains in doubt.

of the Limes is the condition of the 
elective franchise in this 
closing 


year of n century that has contrib- 
uted more to human freedom than 
all that went before. 
It is not th.it 


liberty is any the less, but that the 
differences in suffrage laws are so 
vast. 


For instance, the government of 


the United Slates in framing the reg- 
ulations for voting in the new is- 
lands placed in. them 
restrictions 


more severe than those of any of i"5 


Rtates. 
In ether words President 


MeKiuley's administration 
promul- 


gated a qualifying- suffrage. 
In rh* 


elections which were held in Cuba 
not out-third of the men of voting 
age could vote. 
The same law in 


Ohio would keep tens of thousands 
of voteia av/uy from 
the 
polling 


booths. 


In the southern states there ] 


been a candid and earnest movement 
to didsfranchise 
the negro. 
The 


consequence is that the vote is cut 
down hundreds of thousands, nn:I 
interesting comparisons result. South 
Carolina, in 1800, casting less than 
seventy thousand votes, had 
nine 


votes in the electoral college, while 
Minnesota, casting over three hun- 
dred and forty thousand, had the 
same number. This year the pro- 
portions will be even greater. 


The sr.me law that was used 


Cuba, if applied to the United States, 
would cut down the presidential vote 
sevrral millions. A clear law, giv- 
ing every one 21 year? of age and 
over who is not a criminal or a pau- 
per, or an idiot, the right to vote. 
would increase it several millions. 


Municipal 
conditions 
improve 


siowly. 
For instance, in Uiu ward 


where the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence vras written there nre thou- 
sands cf illegal votes cast at every 
election. 


Massachusetts will allow no one *o 


vote who cannot rend and write the 
English language, while Mississippi 
confines the suffrage to those wrn 
can read or understand the constitu- 
tion. 
Such contrasts can b° found 


in many of the other 
stale 
la 


Thero is, in. fact, even after a cen- 
tury of suffrage legislation, no uni- 
formity except in the fnct that most 
of the states have the mechanical 
arrangement of the Australian t 
teiu or MJiue modilicalion of it.—Sat- 
urday Evening Post.

Alexan- j 
der issue:! a proclamation, command- 
ing his hor-re to 'be restored, and 
threatening, unless he were obeyed, 
to ravage the whole country with fire 
and sword. 
The -mandate was suc- 


cessful, and 'Bucephalus was imme- 
diately forthcoming-. 


"S.3 dear," ;-ays the historian Ar- 


rian, '-was this horse to Alexander, 
•and so terrible was Alexander to the 
•barbarians." 


Bucephalus was 
ridden by the 


monarch at the b.iUln of t.hft Hydas- 
"pes, and
